The drift of public sentiment in the country
has been from the beginning toward popular
elections. L:aving out of view state eoncerns.
and confining attention entirely to the presi-
dential and congressional flslda, it is seen that
ehanges have been steadily in the direction in-
dicntedd. The slterntions of the Comstitution,
induced by the desdlock of 1801, by which the
President and the Vieo President were to be
voted for separatelr was 2 move on the line of
a more popular mode of election, but the action
of the political parties in bolding the clectors
a8 morally pledged to cast the vote of their
respective states in accordance with party feel-
ing there, and not as their individual
wills might determine, bhas accomnlished
very muoch more. The broadening of the
franchise by the later comstitutionnl -mend-:
ments bas almost crested a political revolution |
in our system. Many propositions have be‘cn
made to simplify and populrize the election
of President and Vies President, one of the
most importunt of which has long received
favor among progressive and thoughtfui men
inall parties. The theory of an absolute rep-
resentation of the aggregnte people considered
apart from state lines has recently had some
support. But the more conservative theory
of change is 8 mode for ascertaining the pablic
will by taking the suffrage of the congressional
districts and retaining so much of the idea of
state representation in the result as is em-
Lraced in ndding ecertain eleciors at large.
The legirlature of Michigan has evidently been
s close stndent of Senator Morton’s speeches,
for it isabent to enacta law that will inevit-
ably divide the vote of the state in presiiential
elections pretiv mach on the plan advocated
by him. If this movement extends it cannot
e many vears before all the states will choose
a presidentiol ticket practically by congres-
sional fisiricts. Oue fenture of the proposed
Michigan. law, =0 fur 28 its provisions are un-
derstood. serms to Le objectionable. The
electors at largs are apportioned between the
castand west sectiors of the state. Mr. Morton’s
jdea was and e idea of many others still is to
Lave these sta'e elcctors chosen on general
ticket by the whe!s body of snffragans, which
ensures a firer deal since it prevents partisan
gerrymandering at lesst as to that class of
electors.  The question is of specinl interest
zow besunse of the nearly equal division of
parties in the republic. It is practically im-
possible to secure changes of this deserip-
tion on their merits, disconnected from part-
jsun consilerations of the immediate effects of
:he application of a new electoral system npon
party prospects in the state or states in which
a change is proposed. The effect of the change
in Michigan alone is obvionsly detrimental to
the republicans, and thev naturally oppese and
denounee the preposition, which they wonld
probably support unon its merita if the new
system were to be applied to all the states.
